THE INDIAN SERVICE. 
PROOFS DEMANDED. 
Special Dispatch to The Triouwne. 

Wasauisoron, D. C., Nov. 19.—The sharp let- 
ter of Secretary Schurz to the War Department 
has stirred up a breeze among army officers. 
The call upon Gen. Sheridan and Gen.Gibbon to 
make good their late charges by specific proof 
will, as is claimed at the Interior Department, 
place both these officers in avery awkward po- 
sition. it is claimed there that full inquiry into 
the allegations put forth in the reports of these 
officers shows them to be without substautial 
foundation, and there is entire confidence in 
the Indian Office that in the controversy they 
have forced upon the Secretary and Commis- 
sioners of Indian Affairs they will not be able 
to make any of their present charges good. It 
is true that in cases not yet made public, where 
army officers have contined their attacks and 
eitiism to unpublished official papers which 
UBk ween referred from the War Department to 
the Secretary of the Interior, that some of the 


judian Agents of © known and proved 
honesty efficiency have been most unjustly 
assailed. controversy now opened by Sec- 


retary Schurz, joining issue with the army 
commanders in such emphatic terms, is ex- 
pected on both sides to be a prolonged and 
searching one. 
SECRETARY SCHURZ GETS BACK AT GEN. um- 
DAN. 
Teo the Western Associated Press. 

Wasanrnoron, D. C., Nov. 19.—The Secretary 
of War received and referred to Gen. Sherman 
the letter from the Secretary of the Interior 
sharply replving to certain statements be Gen. 
Sheridan in the latter’s annuai report. Secre- 


These statements, as far as they reflect upon the 
conduct of the Indian service, are of a sweeping 
and somewhat vague nature, but it must be as- 
sumed that Gen. Sheridan would not have made 
them, and permitted them to become public, had 
he not in his possession specific information con- 
cerning certain Agencies and certain branches of 
the Indian service to which these statements may 
be individually applied. Gen. Sueridau in his official 
document gives u as his opinion that with wise 
management the amounts appropriated by Con- 
gress ought to be eufficient, if practically 
applied to the exact purposes specificd, bat 
that the reports of the Departmen: commsadcrs 
would indicate a different result, except iu the case 
of the Red Cloud and Spotted Tail bands of Sioux. 
He would certainly pot bave expressed such opin- 
fon without being acquainted in detail with the ap- 
prepriations made Dy Congress and the specific 
purposes for which they were intended. 

it is also to be supposed that before making the 
sweeping charge above quoted he was cognizant of 
the specific cases in which those appropriation 
were not either applied at ail or diverted from t! 
purpose intended by Congress. You will greatly 
ovlige me by requesting Gen. Sheridan to com- 
municate such facts as may be in his possession, 
giving the names of Agents, dates. and other cir- 
cumetances which warrant the charge which in- 
clodes all Indian Agenc:eés in the Military Division 
of tue Missouri, except taose of the Red Cloud and 
the Spotted Tail Sioux. 

It has been my constant and earnest endeavor 
since I entered upon my present duties to correct 
all aouses in the Indian service that came to my 
knowledge, and Gen. Sheridan, by furnishing such 
specitic intormation, would therebdy,render greater 
service to this Department, as well as to the Indi- 
ans, than by mere general statements. As he has 
put forth a sweeping charge, the speciiications 
may justly be called for. 1 make this request with 
particular urgency in view of the fact that certain 

litary officers seem of late to have fallen into 
the habit of indulging officially and probaoly in 
genera) reflection on the Indian tervice, without 
taking the trouble of substantiating with such 
stetements in detail as would facilitate the discov. 
ery and correction of abuses. I do not deprecate 

riticiam at all. lrather invite it; but when it is 
officially put forth there is, it seems to me, a 
certain fairness due from one branch of the public 
service to another. I should, for instance, not 
deem any officer of this Depertment justified in 
blaming in general terme the army for ite failure 
to intercept tae runaway Cheveunes on their march 
of several hundred miles through Kansas and Ne- 
braska and across the Union Pacitic Katiroad with- 
out being able to point out certain instances of 
mismanagement or neglect. If such instances had 
come to the knowicdge of this Department, which 
they have not. I snould have considered it due to 
the army that they be specifically .ascertained and 
stated before indulging io a general arraignment. 
I taink itis not asking too much in the interest of 
the puble service that such rule be observed by 
officers of the arm likewise. 

Gen. Sheridan’s intimation that the Red Cloud 
and Spotted Tail Sioux were allowed to select 
their present locations owing to a systematic 
working-up of the case by traders and cor. tract- 
ors, is also made a subject of emphatic comment 
by Secretary Schura. He states that this policy 
was adopted by the Department on the earnest 
advice of the distinguisbed Indian fighter aud 
manager, Gen. Crook, who, asa result of his 
long experience with the Sioux, opposed apy 
policy that would force the Sioux, against their 
unanimous and determined protest, to stay on 
the Missouri River, as seriously eudangering 
our peaceful relations with those powerful 
tribes; and the Secretary adds that, so far at 
least, their loval conduct seems to have justified 
the course adopted. 

Secretary Schurz challenges Gen. Sheridan to 
produce evidence in support of his imputations, 
and meanwhile remarks that it would not bave 
been asking too much of bim to inform himself 
a little better of the circumstances before pub- 
lishing his assertions in an official document. 

The Secretary also makes che following com- 
ment upon the remark of Gen. Gibbon taat 
“there is an entire absence of responsibility in 
Indian service: 

If Gen. Givbon, when writing his report. was 
cognizant of fic cases Of wrong-doing he 
would have obliged the Devartment by reporting 
them, and if, alter such report, the charges thus 
made had not been inquired into and the guilty 

held to their proper responsibility, the 
sweeping statements contained in his report would 
have n adopted as justified. If he will commu- 
nicate such specific information now he will find 
there is no eucn lack of er, as he alleges. 
Several employes in the Indian service. who are 
now under criminal prosecution, have discovered 
this at their cost.

THE COUNTRY IMPOVERISHED AND BANKRUPT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. — 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 19.—A letter has 
been received here from Mr. Foster, our Minis- 
ter at Mexico, which will Gof ſuterest to Min- 
ister Zamacona, and to Western men who ro- 
cently have been plannſe the extension of 
commercial relations with Mexico. Tne docu- 
ment is very voluminous.) It treats of the com- 
mercial relations between the United States and 
Mexico, and shows why American capitalists 
should not risk their money in what, Minister 
Foster predicts, will be @ useless endeavor to 
extend commerce with Megico. The letter is so 
long that it does not admit of a full synopsis. 
Among the statements whicn Mr. Foster makes, 
however, are these: ue Bardly thinks he will 
be as well received as Zaémacopa was, as he has 
to speak of the difficulties. embarrassments, 
and dangers to commercé, He thinks the mer- 
chants of the United States 

SHOULD CONSIDER THREE THINGS 

in connection with the proposed extension of 
commerce with Mexico; First, the means of 
communication; second, the tariff; third, the 
protection to be afforded.to persons end prop- 
erty of foreign merchants The present means 
of communication are very imperfect, and are 
vot likely to be improved. Steamship lives 
cannot be extended without a subsidy, end 
there ia no prospect that a railroad ‘irom the 
City of Mexico to Grande border wili be 
coustructed. Th of the Mexican 
people are oppose communication 
with the United States. Mexicans see in such 
a project the prospect of ultimate — 
to the United States. There is accordingly 
national sentiment against the scheme. C 4 
ters that have been granted to American capi- 
talists have contained the most

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 19.—The Grand Jury of 
the United States Court came into open court 
this morning, and oy their fureman, Gen. 
Hascall, reported that the Distriet-Attorney 
had received iustructions from the President of 
the United States against prosecuting a certain 
party for alllegea lement in the First 
National Bank of Indianapolis, meaning Carew 
Miller, and they had been requested to investi- 
gate the matter, and desired to know from the 
Court whether it was their duty to proceed with 
the case, the instructions of the President to 


the Disirict-Attorney to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Whereupon Judge Gresham charged 
them in substance as follows: 

When you were impaneled at the beginning of 
the term yon swore that you would oiligentiy. 
entire, and true presentment make of such mat- 
ters as should belgiven you in charge, or might other - 
wise come to your knowledge, touching violations 
of the criminal statutes of the United States; that 
you would present no one through envy, hatred, 
or malice, and that you would leave no one un- 
presented through fear, favor, or atfection, re- 
ward or tue hope thereof. You could not, if you 
would, escape the ooligation of this oath by beed- 
ing the instructions of the President in this par- 
ticular case. The President may, if he feels so 
inclined, mterfere even iu advance of indictment 
by cxercising the pardoning power. In no other 
way has he the slightest authority to control your 
acuon. Ile has it in his power tu pardon the al- 
leged offender, and, unless he is willing to 
take this responsibility, be has no more right to 
control your action than the Czarof Russia. If you 
believe the President's instructions to the District 
Attorney were intended to prevent you from mak- 
ing the fullest examination into the matter before 
you. and from retarning an indictment against the 
necused if the evicence should warrant it, you 
should feel inspired with additional determination 
to do your duty. The moment the Executive is al- 
lowed to control the action of the courts in the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice their independ- 
ence is gone. It is due the President to say that 
the Court does not believe he has any desire to en- 
croach upon the judiciary, or that he contemplated 
apy unwarrented interference by his instructioas 
to the Diswiect Attorney. The District Attorney 
says in open court that he is ready and willing to 
aid you in any examination of this case which you 
may feel called upon to make.

SECRETARY M’CRARY’'S OPINION.

Wasarnerton, D. C., Nov. 19.—Secretary Me- 
Crary was asked to-day for an expression of his 
views on the Southern situation, and on what is 
called the change ir thé President's policy. Mr. 
McCrary declined to-be formally interviewed, 
but turning to one of his recent speeches, be 
read the following seutence, stating that as he 
understood it, they represent bis views and 
opinions of the Administration. He said The 
Republican party desires. peace throughout all 
our borders, but holds that a peace that is worth 
having and that will last must be based upon 
and spring from the enforcement of equal 
justice and equal protection for all. We 
seek revonciliation upon this basis. We will 
have it upon no other, When the States of the 
South shall of their own accord protect all citi- 
zens without discrimination, as the States of the 
North do, we may expect to see and welcome 
the return of peace and fraternity, But with- 
out this the only peace we can have ts the peace 
of slavery. The peace which oppresses cannot 
always secure by submission... The South will 
continue to suffer in all her material interests 
until the Constitution and law shall be faith- 
fully observed and enforced throughout ber 
berders, and all her people are fully aud equally 
protected in their riguts.

LOUISIANA. 
THE SLAUGHTER OF NEGROES BY DEMOCRATS. 
Washington Republican, 

The subjoined extracts from private letters 
recently received by a gentleman of this city, 
the first written by a colored man, once a mém- 
per of the Mississippi Legislature, and the 


owner of that State, will be read with interest 
just at this time. The writers both reside on 
the Mississippi River, opposite Waterproof, La., 
the scene of the late terrible riot and massacre 
of negroes in Tensas and Concordia Parisnes, 
and what they state may be relica upon: 

Nov. 1, 1878.— Mr Duan Fame: As near as I 
can iearn, the riot at Waterproof began in tuis way: 
Fairfax had called a meeting at that piace for the 
purpose of discussing the issues of the Canvass, and 
the colored people came in in large numbers. The 
Democrats saw trom the great numbers assembled 
that their candidate had no prospect of an election 
unless some more vigorous and active measures 
were adopted oa their part, and they resolved to 
break the meeting up aad tnus disorganize the Ro- 
publican party. Taey failed to do this, and that 
night Capt, Peck, the leader of the bulidozera, went 
with seven of his men to Fairfax's ouse and asked 
him to come out, 

Fairfax, fearing there might be danger awaiting 
bim, refused to go out, but said ne would be glad 
to see and talk with them on the following day. 
Not waiting for any further parley. they rushed in 
a body upon the door. when Peck, the foremost 
man, fell dead from a shot discharged by Fairtax. 
The Democrats then demanded that Fairfax should 
be given up, which demand was refused by the 
colored meh, Who had gathered around Fairfax's 
house in considerable numbers. A general firing 
then began, The whites immediately sent to Mis- 
sissippi for troops. Tho cail was responded to at 
once, and the rifle clubs from Natchez, Fayette. 
ond DiS Greenville poured into Waterproof by hun- 

cus. 

The next day they raided through the county 
back of Waterproof and shot and murdered thirty- 
six negroes, You may judge what a state of affairs 
there was at that time. Some were hanged up by 
the roadside, and others had their throats cut from 
ear to ear. Times were indeed dreadful in that 
State; worse than they ever were in Mississippi, 
except in 1873. Iecan’t see, for the life of me, 
whatthe people of the North are thinking about! 
Cant the colored men in that section make one 
more appeal for aid? Cail a convention of colured 
men from ali the otates, and then let thew say to 
every one that this thing must be stopped. 

If this cannot be done, then let us show tne peo- 
ple that, if we must die, we will die like men ana 
not like dogs. Tell the Repablicans of the North 
that we are still Republicans, but that we cannot 
stand this thing longer. They made us free, and 
they must hep us to maintain the glorious privi- 
legos which have been bestowed upon us. Say to 
the party, sav to President Hayes, say to every one, 
that we must have our rights and pretection under 
the law. Pray to God tor protection, and then if 
we cannot get it, let us sell our lives for those 
sacred princivies which the American Government 
has falied to maintain. 

The second letter, which comes from another 
portion of the country, treats of the same sub- 
ject, and is as follows: 


The troubles in Tenses and Concordia Parishes 
arc about settied, so far as the kitling of negroes is 
concerned, and the whites over there are now rend- 
ing eaca other. They are scrambling for office now 
r 1 8 

It was a terrible slaughter of the negrocs. 
Natchez Lemocrut aud other papers try to bby 
up, but they cannot do ij. Thirty-six negroes were 
killed in one charge, with cannon chiefly, I heard 
reports of cannonading for two days. I know 1 
heard at thie distance fifteen reports of cannon. 
For four-days and nights they were riding the 
country ovet, hanging and shooting. You could 
see negroes hanginy on the roadside all over Ten- 
sas and part of Concordia. I saw 
seen them. When the whole truth is to} 
ored men at least were killed. 1 have 
information jn a most reliabie way.

This sham of trying to enforce the Election law 
is ridiculous to as, who have not forgotten the 
abortive attempts of the kind in the past. Expe- 
rience teaches us that the witnesses and the inno- 
cent are the ones who get punished, and not the 
eulprits. With very few exceptions, I doubt if 
any One would testity to what he emg unless he 
could be furnished the means to leave the country. 
The 7 pees of Hill and Bell 2 
others from ap ug as witnesscs, 
scores of murdered men in this district—murdered 
to make the State of Louisiana ‘*‘ solid “—will soon 
be forgotten—merus hiburnicus—and thst their 
murderers will never be troubled by the law. In 
Morehouse, shortly before the election, a party of 
bulldozers went to a colored man's house to whip 
bim. He told them not to force his door. They 
did, and be fired upon them, killing one person by 
the name of Allen. He then fought his way out,of 
the house and made his escape. The demons set 
fire to the house and burned two of his childrhn to 
death. This is the report of the affair Coony re- 
ceived from Potts, the District- Attorney. 

Write me what is the feeling among blicans 
about the result of elections bere. I do not be- 
lieve that it will be possible to organize the Re- 
publican party in this State again. It certainly 
cannot be done unless backed by force. Without 
the aid of some votes from the South there can be 
very little hope of succees in the next Presidential 
election. The Republicans in Lonisiana—especial- 
ly the colo#ed—are more attached than ever to the 
principles of the party, and more bitterly opposed 
to the Democrati¢ party than ever; but they are 
cowed to a degree that is surprising. To illustrate 
' mention a circumstance which occurred on the 
day of election: Two men whe live on my planta- 
tion, and who are sfanch Republicans, came into 
town to vote. They came up to my house and 
said they had been toid to come in to vote, and to 
yote the Democratic ticket, if they wanted to be 
allowed to sleep in their houses. They showed 
me the Democratic tickets which had been given 
to them, and asked me what the amendments 
meant. 

These men are not only Republicans, but my 

employes, and seem very much attac to me. 
| Yet they had to vote as they were told todo, I did 
not try to dissuade them. I believe only one col- 
ored man in this parish voted for me, and he was 
attacked avout it beiore night.

HOW THINGS WERE MANAGED BEFORE ELEC-

One white 
man was sitting’ near by Hill when shot, I fear, 
but no attempt to arrest was made: and. after it 
was learned the wounds were not necessarily fatal, 
they returned to his dwelling and killed him. in 
the presence ef his mother and others. Herman 
Beil wag taken out of his house the same night, 
dragged to the woods, and there shot. The bull- 
dozera then went to Pargond’s lower place and 
killed two more men. These attempted to defena 
themselves, aud, it is said., killed two of their as- 
eallants and wounded one—Youug Ashley. tt is 
estimated that there were over 100 men in that 
crowd. No arrests or myestigations have been 
made, of course, » 

On the 25th ult. a Democratic meeting was held 
at Monroe, and Stubrs ts reported to bave baid that 
the waite peopie were determined to rule this 
State, and that tney must carry this election at 
all hazards. and alt odetacles must be removed.” 
On Monday following five men (colored) were ar- 
rested, and, it is said, sent by a posse to be 
brought before Sleck for examination. Pinkney 
Faust and Fithial Watkins were of the „ and 
itis said they were rescrved and hung. hey lived 
in the neighboruood of Cube. Onc of them was 
Ike Randail, who was one of the colored men 
Faulk took down to New Orleans to testify in 
favor of the Democrats. and he was a mem- 
ber of tho Committee on Resolutions at the 
Democratic meeting held two days before at Mon- 
roe. The pretext for thie outrage is that thev bad 
a conspiracy to rise, etc. Low imcousistent 
with their own theory that al! the colored men 
joined the Democratic clube freely and willingly! 
And the devils have reported. that those poor 
wretches confessed that Coony and I 
were at their head. In consequence of this report 
a fetitious excitement was gotten up, which fright- 
ened your brother dames and others. James came 
to my house three days ago and told me I was iu 
great danger from the mod, that my life was threat- 
ened, etc. That same evening Judge —— came to 
my house and told me tae same, and cautioned me 
to be on my guard, etc. Ithanked bim for com- 
ing to tell me, but asked him what precautions I 
could take against a mob, and he said he couldn't 
suggest any. Ithen told him that the leaders of 
his party must stopthem. He said they hed lost 
cautrol over them. and that violent and irresponsi- 
ble parties were now leading. I then told him that 
the leaders of the party would be held responsible 
for the consequences, whatever they were. The 
next day I received a telegram from Blackburn, 
telling me a man, Who said he came from near 
Monroe, had reported in Homer that I had organ- 
ized the colored people to murder the whites, and 
burn, ete., and that I had been hanged. or would 
be. He wanted me to have this report contra- 
dicted on Democratic authority. 1 sent Bey to 
town with the dispatch, and Judge W. Richardson 
and Endan telegraphed they did not credit the re- 
ports, and Richardson suggested that I had better 
write a letter to the Chairman of the Democratic 
meeting to be held next day (yesterday) contra- 
dicting the report. I wrote a letter. as suggested, 
and denounced the story as a vile slander. Last 
night a man from tnis place came in to warn me 
that I would be attacked that night; that he and 
others heard several! bulldozers swear they would 
kill me before the election: and hesaid he followed 
about thirty of them to town, where he said they 
were when he came here. I did not doubt that he 
believed what he said, and, although I hardly be- 
lieved they were brave enough or foolhardy enough 
to come to my house to attack me, we sat up for 
them. Since my return from Vienna, Coony 
and Frank Dinkgrave and my sons and 1 have 
been together and keeping guard at night. This 
is im consequence of the warnings I have 
received from whites and coloredsaad from threats 
{ heard at Vienna. While at Homer I telegraphed 
to Gov. Nicholls of the violence in Ouachita, wiip- 
ping, etc., and asked him to enforce the laws and 
protect the colored citizens. I have never heard 
from him, nor bas he moved in tae matter, ‘The 
murders I have mentioned followed. I also tele- 
—— to Leonard at Shreveport, and he was so 

eedless as to (e‘egrava me to have afidavitls made. 
The dispatch was sent to Monroe, and was known 
to the public before delivered to my son. There 
Was excitement, of course, and threats against 
me. My wife and sou bad become se alarmed for 
my safety from the repeated threats against me 
that Fred and Frank rode all fightto be with me 
before I reached Vienna. I found them at Col. 

„ When we drove imo Vienna acrowd or 
mob was waiting for me, and they yelled and hoot- 
ed and tried to insult me, and they followed my 
carriage to the Court-House square. My sons, 
odge Raburn, and hie son were with me. Our 
fricnus tried to remonstrate with them, but they 
only insulted them. Taey reminded them that 
they were sixty to one. While onr friends 
were! taine with them 1 received a dis- 
patch from my wife asking me not to speak 
ut Vienna, and to come directly nome. I waiked 
to where Green was, and inguited for tne telegraph- 
oilice, The operator was gone. Taen an old gen- 
tiéman came to me und told me not to 20 into 
that Court-Illouse,“ and said Col. — would assure 
me he was a friend. After remaining there avout 
au hour I wae satisfcd I could not speak without a 
row, and I preferred not to endanger my friends. 
So I cro the street fo where Green had gone, 
asked him to telegravh my wife for me when the 
operator came, and I announced to him end the 
crowd that, „ 1 could not speak without a row, i 
preferred not to ihveive my trends in troadie. 

I then returned to my carriage, and while getting 
in my carriage one of the leaders of the moo (alle 
ciub), who were about ten steps from my car- 
riage, said: Te trouble will come whether you 
Speak or not. When I reached home and saw 
McUraine’s paper, I anderstood better the 
cause of this rufianism A communica- 
tion to the Jeleqrapa. 4 containing the 
substance of Leonard's dispatch. to me, 
been published, in which Leonard and I were 
threatened with swift paniwhment” if any 
attempt to arrest were made, and referring to toe 
Saley arrests m 1874, Tais writer denied the au- 
thority of the United States to make arrests.

Ind., Nov. 18.—The “ non-Mor- 
mon”? women of Utah bave addressed a letter to 
Mrs. Rutherford B. Hayes andthe women of the 
United States, asking the co-operation of the 
Christian women of our land” in a concerted 
effort to abolish polygamy.

„% With the cordial co-operation and concerted 
action of the Christian women of our land,“ 
they hope for success. 

Probably the imputation presented, that so 
excellent a person as Mrs. Hayes is acknow!l- 
edged to be is not a woman, was not intended— 
po more than was the slight of all women ex- 
cept those called Christian. The influence and 
labor of all American ladies, whether “Chr.stan” 
or not, should be sougüt and given to wipe out 
so base a thing as polygamy, cspecially as it is a 
curse to all alike. Why the male sex should be 
passed over, except those who are * ministers 
of'the Gospel,” is a question to which it is not 
casy either to give or to surmise au un- 
swer. It is, also, sce why 
the “ministers of 4 ree 
be specially . appealed , when it~ is 
snote thet their influence is limited, and their 
successes “few and far between.” Ip our own 
enlightend and so-called Christian country, 
cities especially, scarcely a tithe of Protestant 
men ever listen to sermon or prayer from 
priestly lips; and. in those places where the 
most ministers are congregated,—t hat is, in our 
large cities, —there is the most vrosiitution, 
which is cquivalent at least to polygamy. Not 
that the ministers promote or foster sogreat asin, 
but surely they neither prevegt vor control it. 
With all their power, whatever it is, they have 
been unable to banish intemperance irom, or 
s-arcely to dimish it in, the country.

ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 


British Commerce and Production, and the 
Industrial Future of the United States, 
At the recent Texas Pacific Railroad ana 

Steamship Subsidy Convention, Mr. Coffin, of 

Boston, spoke in regard to British shipping and 

manufacturing. as follows: 

Mr. Presmpent: There are tides in the af- 
fairs of nations a8 well as in the affairs of indi- 
viduals, which, taken at their flood, lead on to 
fortune. Belure eptcring upon the possibilities 
that lie before us as a nation, let me throw a 
glance across the ocean to that isle which is the 
commercial mistress of the seus, and whose 
products of industry found in every land. 

We may think of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland as vccupying an area of about equa! 
to the States of Illhmois and lowa. Think of

Be- 
neath your feet. lar down, an arme of miners 
are at work; while, above ground, the mid- 
tight sky is tilumineated by the flames of roll- 
ing-mills, foundries, and furnaces. The Ameri- 
cans look with a good degree of satisfaction 
upon the amount of coal mincd in this country 
last vear,—43,000,000 tous; but that army of 
subterranean workers sent up 123,000,000 tons 
of what Sir George Stephenson termed “the 
stored-up suuligut of primeval ages.” [Ab- 
plause. | 

Last year, Great Britain purchased $124,000, - 
000 worth of wool, in addition to what ber own 
flocks produced; and, after clothing her own 
peuple, exported $115,000,000 worth of woolens. 
We paid her $20,000,000 for woolen fabrics. 
With a country capable of furnishing pastur- 
age for countless flocks, so lo are we iu sheep- 
busbandry and wool-manufacturing that we 
pure $7,000,000 of wool, while our exports

it with enough from this country to send 
1,249,000,000 vards to India. She supplied 
Turkey with about 400,000,000 yards. We sent 
last year 11,000,000 ;ards to China, while she 
sent 358,000,000. She paid the cotton-planters 
of this couvtry $191,000,000, aod received from 
all the world $358,000,000; while our receipts 
were but $11,000, for manufactured cottons. 
[Sensation.] 

How has she built up ber mighty commerce 
and industry? By asystem peculiarly ber own. 
Without expressing any opinion as to whether 
her system is to be our pattern,—for it is a 
many-sided question, one which demands the 
highest statesmanship,—allow me to call atten- 
tion to ove feature of that system, —her ocean- 
postal service. 

England acts upon the theory that, so long as 
an Englishman maintains his allegiance to the 
Queen, no matter where be may be, he is en- 
titled to the rights and privileges of 
the realm. On this theory, she has 
established what is distinctively 
an ocean postal service. Through the establisb- 
ment of such a service she has extended her 
commerce and stimulated her industries. Her 
lines of postal eervice reach every section of the 
world: To this country, the Cunards,—subsidized 
at the beginning but not at present; the West 
India line. to Panama, connecting on the Pacific 
with the line to Valparaiso, touching at every 
port; the branch line to San Francisco, and 
thence to Javan; from Pardma to Australia; 
from Liverbool to Rio Janeiro, and, through 
the Straits of Magellan, to Valparaiso; from 
Liverpool to all West African ports, to the Cape 
of Good Hope; from Liverpool tothe Mediter- 
ranean, touching at all ports on that inland sea; 
the Penivsula & Oriental Line, through the 
Sucz Canal and I Beato Aden; from Aden 
every fortnight Bombay, thence up the 
Persian Gulf and. Enphrates, thence down the 
India Coast to 1 from Aden to 
Zanzibar and the Cape of Good Hope; 
from Aden to Austrana; from Aden 
to Ceylon; from Ceytion to Madras. 
Calcutta. Burmah, Malacca, and Singapore; 
from Cevion direct to \ Singapore, to Hong 
Kong, Shanghai, and Japan; irom Hong Kong 
to Austrailia. 

Tue ocean postal service costs about 85,000. 
000 per annum, and through it she reaches all 
the world. 

But, Mr. President, to get at the basis of 
England’s prosperity, we must go beyond her 
ocean postal service, and beyond her present 
commercial system. The development of ber 
great industry had its beginning in the invent- 
ive genius of Arkwright and Hargreaves, who 
invented machines for spinning and weuvium: 
also, inyhe invention of the steam-engine by 
Watts, and the cotton-zin of our own Whitney. 

Avplause:} Then came Stephenson, with tue 

ocomotive. These meu laid the foundations of 

England’s greatness. It is 109 \ears since 
Arkwright took out bis first patent for spinning. 
In 1771, when he baile bis first little miil, calico 
75 cents per yard, and the total of yards woven 
per annum was about 150,000, valued at $1,000,- 
000. Some of us can remember the hand- 
wheels of our bor hood dass, by which 
a woman, by walking four miles, would spin a 
thread six miles long. By tbe best spinning- 
machine in use in this country m 1509, about 
120 miles of thread could be drawn out by one 
individual per day; but the operation of the 
present spins a thread that would reach from 
New York to San Francisco. [Applause.|} 

It is American inventive genius, improving 
upon Arkwright and all others, that has giveu 
such perfection to machinery as, despite all ob- 
s.acles, enables our manufacturers to-day to 
begin a successful rivalry with Eugland in cot- 
ton-manufacture. [Apolause. 

Take our agricuiturai machinery. From the 
days when Ruth gleaned in the fleids of Boaz, 
down to the invention of the reaper, the sickie 
and cradle were the only tuplements used in 
the harvest-field. With the cradle a map could 
cut one and a half acres per day, requiring two 
tnen to bind the sheaves: but the self binding 
reaper cuts filteep acres per day, and not a 
buman hand is required to touch the grain. 
That machine has emancipated the farmer. [Ap- 
piause.| If you bad been in the Dakota Red- 
River Valley last August, you would have seen 
forty of these machines at work in one bar- 
vest-field, cutting grain enough to load 
500 freight-cars, without the intervention 
of human hands. {Applause.| The triumpus 
of American genius in agricultural machinery 
enables us the present year tu send to England 
$150,000,000 worth of stuffs!

Hampton and Nicholls to obtain possession of 
the Governorships to which they had not been 
elected, he did not agree to let the law applic- 
able to elettions.remain a dead letter. Yet 
we are told that he contemplates a new depart- 
ure, and is getting ready to flaunt the bloody 
shirt, simply because the law >oflicers of the 
Government are putting into operation the 
power vested in them for the punishment of 
offenders. The task is not optional with an 
Attorney-General who desires to do his duty, 
and the President could not object, whatever 
might be bis personal inclinations, The thing 
to be regretted is the too complete reiiance, be- 
fore the elections, upon the fidelity and energy 
ot Federal officers in the States where the Dem- 
ocratic tactics were in full play. The luke- 
warmness of these officers in some instances, 
tbeir want of adequate support in others, bad 
much to do with the audacity and violence of 
the Democrats. The tudiffcrence of Northern 
Republicans was another potent cause of mis- 
chief,—their abandonment of the colored peo- 
ple, and of the organization through which 
alone they couid obtain political expression, hav- 
ing encouraged tbe Democrats to beliere that 
they might with Mpunity break up meetings, 
frighten voters from voting, and, when neces- 
sary, stuff the ballot-boxes with a recklessness 
to which .Tweed’s followers never attained. 
These are points with which the Administration 
need not pow concern itself. Its business is 
with the perpetrators of the crimes which 
rendered the elections in many Southern dis- 
tricts a shameless mockery. Only wholesale 
frauds can account for the results reported. 
And these frauds are not finished, as the dis- 
patches from Florida show. What violence be- 
fore the election and baliot-box stuillug at tue 
election failed to accomplish, the fraudulent 
manipulation of returns is relied upon to 
achieve. Exactly how far the Attorney-General 
is prepared to go with the view of bringing the 
scoundrels to justice the country has not been 
iniormed. We do know, howcver, that the in- 
fluence of the 
promptly, too energetically, or too persistentiy 
employed to get at the facts and to punish all 
to whom the crimes committed can be clearly 
traced. 

If there were any doubt as to the responsibil- 
ity ot the Democratic party tor these crimes, 
tue comments of its press upon the proceedings 
alread, initiated by the Administration would 
be quite sufiicicnt to dissipate them.

Comments of thé’ Staals.Zeitung on the Conduct f 
the German Authorities. 


There was published in Tue Trisuxe a few 
days ago a Washington tolegram stating very 
briefly the facts in the case of Julius Baumer, a 
naturalizea American citizen, who was ordered 
out of Germany a year ago, and whose case has 
since been the subject of correspondence be- 
tween the Department 6f State and the Berlin 
Foreigu Office. It appears upon fnvestigation 
that the case is one deserving of far more notice 
than has yet been given to it. It has been dis- 
cussed at considerable length in the German- 
American papers, all of which, with one excep- 
tion,—the [est ‘che Post, of St. Louis,—ore unau- 
imous in reprobating the action of the German 
authorities, and denouncing it as an insult to 
the United States. 

THE FACTS ARE IN SUBSTANCE 48 FOLLOW}: 

Julius Baumer, a naturalized citizen of of 
cago, emigrated in February, 1863, from 
Munster, in Westphalia, to this country. He 
was then 21 years of age. Tne Prussian Goy- 
ernment, Feb. 13 of that year, furnished him 
with an emigration passport, which absolved 
him from his status as q Prussian subject. Har- 
ing become a ciiizen of this country and lived 
here some ten years, he felt a desire to visit the 
land of bis birth and see his aged parents, who 
were still living at Munster. Accordingly, hav- 
ing procured an American passport, be sailed, 
with his wife and child. for Europe in the month 
of September, 1877. He bad scarcely touched 
foot in Munster before he was sum- 
moaned into the presence of the Mayor. 
and there informed that he might 
undergo the pleasant alternative of presenting 
himself for mitttary duty or leaving the country 
within eie davs. Mr. Baumer was, Sowever, 
over SL years ot age. and he was afterwards tue 
recipient of the following notice, which was 
muca bricfer than it was pleasant: 

A longer residence cannot be granted to Baumer 
hecause, according to Sed. 19, 2 (referring to the 
Military law of Germany). he cannot, after he has 
perfected nis 31st year of age. be compelled to do 
military aut. 

The plucky fellow then applied to the German 
Minister of the Interior to be allowed to remain 
untii February, and this was allowed him. The 
proceedings oi the inferior officers were entirely 
satistartory to the Minister and received his 
Official approval. and Baumer was told that 
he had permission to remain no longer than 
the middie of Februarv, 1878 He was even 
com pelied to promise in writing that he would 
leave the country within the prescribed time, 
and the police officer at Muneter threatened him 
with transportation across the frontier in case 
he remained one day lopeer, and with imprison- 
ment for a term not less than six weeks in case 
he returned. At his own request, he received a 
written document, dated — 22, IS78, winnen 
was to the effect that, by order of the German 
Government, he was expelled the countr;. 
Seeing there was no going behind this, and un- 
willing to remain in such au inhospitable land 
untf! the middie of February even, he bade his 
aged and sorrowing parents good-by,and, on the 
80th of January, embarked for the more liberal 
country of his atoption. Arriving in America,

APPEALED TO THE HON. LORENZ BRENTANO, 
member of Congress fram this district, and the 
latter gentieman in April last filed a complaint 
with the State Department, in the course of 
which he asked that the American Minister at 
Berlin be insiructed to investigate the case and 
to demand proper sstistaction from the Prussian 
Government for the injury done an American 
citizen, in glaring violation of international law 
and an international treaty.

assumption that it was not Beumer’s intention to 
return to North America, bnt simply to evade the 
performance of German rer tet: caused bim 
to be notified under date of Dec. 1°, 1877, that 
he must either leave the territory of the German 
Empire witbin eight dave, or, in case he should re- 
main in Germany, perform his military duty. This 
notifieation caused Baumer to addrees to the Royal 
Minister of the Interior on the 20th of the same 
month arequest tbat he might be permitted to 
make a longer stav at Munster, as, owing to want 
of means, be should not be able to enter upon his 
return journey to America until February of the 

owing year. 

21875 — which contaired no complaint 
whatever as to the decree of expulsion itself, was 
responded to by the Royal Minister of tbe Interior 
at once, and in such nianner, that primarily tae 
expulsion was suspended for the time being, and 
permission accorded Baumer to reside at Munster 
until the middle of February next. 

Baumer, informed of this by the police authori- 
ties of Munster, declared, however, that he did 
not parpose availing himself of the respite granted 
bim, but should start on bis return Journey to 
America on the Jist of January. In accordance 
with this declaration he did leave Munster for 
America on the last-mentioned day without the 
use of measures of force or even the existence of a 
necessity for the use of such, 

Baumer diu not, it is thus seen, make the meas- 
ure of expuleion adopted pzainst him the occasion 
of any complaint whatever, either to ‘the Royal 
Superior President of the Province of Westphalia, 
eventually competent in the first instance for such 
a complaint. or to the Roval Minister of the Inte- 
rior: and the only request of any nature made by 
Baumer in the courve of the whole affair at once 
met with full coustde ration.

A 
release from allevianee ix eanivelent to a dispensa- 
tion from military duty. If the Prussian Govern- 
ment will not release a sudject from military 
duty if need not release him from allegiance. 
Any person who remembers the circumstances 
under Which tae Bancroft treaty was concluded 
Luows that that wkich was pringipally considered 
then wae the case of such German- Americans who, 
by quietly slipping away without the consent of 
the home Government, had evaded military duty. 
The opject of the treaty was to secure such persons’ 
recognition as American citizens by the German 
Government. At that time hardly any one thought 
of those who bad emigrated with the consent of 
their home Government and had thus been re- 
leased by it from military duty. since it was taken 
tor granted that they would be cousidered as on the 
same fucting as nutive-burn Americans. But now 
it w revealed to us from Berlin that 
the Prussian Government offers to those who 
wish its express consent to become citizens of the 
United States, the choice of becommg Prussian sol 
diers, or, 1f they decline, of leaving Germany. 
The Foreign Office expresses itself on this last 
point with a calm audacity which proves how decp- 
by mrooted in the minds of these gentlemen is the 
idea that Germany and Prussia are synonymous 
terms. The Prussian Government feels itself 
called on to warn of a German-American, and it 
forbids his remaining—-where’? In Pruesia, mere- 
ly’ Not at ali. But in Mecklenburg, Saxony, 
Wurtemburg. Paden, Hesvo, Hamburg. Bremen, — 
in savrt, iu the whoie German Empire. 

The ink is hardly dry on the note in which Mr. 

Evaris has declared to the Briti*h Government that 
the efficacy of international agreements can never 
be interfered with by the acts of Provinces or sub- 
ordinate States. Will he beso kind as to app'y 
this principle to the Bancroft treaty? This treaty 
wes net made with Prussia, but with tae North 
— Bund, to whose inheriarce the Empire 
neceeded. And yet bere the P.ovincial autnori- 
ties of one State venture to assume the right to 
warn off a Germanwho has become a bona fide 
citizen of the United States from tag whole circle 
of tbe German Empire. It is guilty of a worse 
action than tae Newisoundland authorities were 
guilty of against the American mackerel-Hshers, 
“ince the latter were driven from the coasts of 
Newfoundland. but not from the British Canadian 
nution.

MRS. ANDERSON’S TRIAL. 


The Testimony All In. 

The trial of Mrs. Anderson and daughter, 
charged with violating the discipline of the Metho- 
dist Church in renting property for the purposes of 
the sale of beer, was continued last evening in 
Trinity Church, of which they are members. ‘i he 
aucience was very large, and throughout it was 
with tne greatest difficulty thut expressions of 
approval or disapproval could be suppressed in the 
examination of the witnessecs. 

Atthe opening of the meeting the attorneys for 


tae defense read 
A PROTEST 

against the pastor's report, so0-called,—as a matter 
of evidence, —which had been read the evening 
before, contentiing that the pastor could not pre- 
side and at the sume time act asa witness. The 
protest further contended that the pastor could 
not, uncer the church discipline and in church 
trials, 40 more than pass upon the admissibility of 
evidence. 

The Kev. Mr. Crafte reviied that the anthority 
which had guided him was simply a principle 
aid down dy an indiviana., which did 
not hind him or the church. Bat 
the facts were that he had simply done bis duty. 
He had called upor the Presiding Elder to appoint 
some one to take als piace On the trial, but, no 
action having been taken by him, he had acted as 
required by the Discipline in such cases, and he 
was cornecions that he had done his full duty and 
nothing more. 

Some discussion followed on the question in- 
volved, and 

W. I.. PIERCE, 

real-estate agent, was called as a witness for the 
dcfense. He had been agent for Murray Anderson 
in the rentmg ef the premises 
had been informed that he had had 
trouble in renting the property. Mr. 
Anderson, of London, Canada, authorized him to 
rent the property for $3,000 per year. He recéived 
several offera for the use of the vroperty. me 
from a gentleman who offered $1,000 and another 
froma Mr. baum for $35,000. The latter- named 
promised to put up buildings and start a music- 
garden after the style of Thomas’ place in New 
York. Le saw Mrs. Anderson about the matter. 
and was referred to Murray Anderson. He wrote 
Anderson in the matter ana saw Mre. Anderson. 
and, the $3,000 proposition being accepted, he 
proceeded to draw the lease. In drawing the lease 
he left several blanxs, and called upon Mrs. An- 
derson to know how the blanks should be filied. 
Mrs. Anderson told him to. make the 
lease in the name of Murray Anderson. 
He made the lease as instructed, and, so 
far as Ars. Andereon was concerned, there was no 
intimation that the premises were to oe used for 
the sale of liquors of any kind, He bad been at 
Beum'’s place on Wabash avenue, and found it 
quiet and as respectable as places of the kind could 
be considered. Murray Anderson had told him 
that he was the owner of the premises in question, 
and this was the basis of his knowiledve of the own- 
ership. He had understood that Mrs. Anderson 
hud un interest in the rents, and that the property 
reverted to her daughter 38 her death. His at- 
tention had been first called to the property by 
Mrs. Anderson, aud from the information gained he 
did not belle that either Mrs. or Miss Anderson 
had any interest in the property, After consultation 
with Mr. aud Mre, Anderson he offered the prem- 
jses for sale, and in repiy be met Mr. Baum and 
received his offer to rent. Mrs. Anderson ap- 
proved of the oifer, but made no other inquiries 
than general ones of his standing, he thinking that 
ali Mrs. Auderson wanted was an agurance that 
the rent would be promptly paid. From what he 
understood. Baum was keeping a suinmer-garden, 
and proposed to use the premises in question for a 
like purpose if he got bold ot them. He had ex- 
piained the propo-iticn to rent to Baum very fuliy 
to Murray Andereon, ana he had indoreed it, and 
the consultation with Mrs. Anderson was simply as 
to terms, etc.

ANDERS ON 
was the next witness, She had lived in the eity 
over twenty years, and been a member of ‘Trinity 
Church fiiteen years. Her husband died in 1872. 
and all the interest sag had in the premises in 
question Was that she Was to receive the rents 
dur.ng her life. in Augüst iast the premises were 
putin the hands of Mr. Pierce for rent, and he 
had done all the business. She had signea the 
leuse of the propertv io Baum at the instance of 
Murray Anderson, who remarked, laughingly, that 
her signature did not amount to much, out was 
only a matter of form. The property had been for 
rept a number of vears. She had received $500 on 
the lease to Baum, and had paid it fortaxes. She 
did not know what the property had been rented 
for, but was informed by Mr. Pierce that Baum 
would kcep a first-class German restaurant, after the 
styie of ‘thomas’ place, New York. Before the 
rentlug she did not know that liquors would be 
eojd; but she inferred that beer would be, but 
noi until after the iease had deen made. After she 
had sigued the lease the Rev. Mr. Crafts called 
upon ber and asked her it she was a party to the 
lease. She replied that she was, whereupon he 
said it was an awful thing, and that he would have 
to expel her from the church. She expressed sor- 
row that the lease had been made, but said the 
making of the lease had been necessary, etc., and 
that if she could she would undo it all. He replied 
that she had better be a charity on the church, and 
she deciined, preferring to care for ber- 
self, and stating that unless the prop- 
erty was rented she would lose it. 
she bad paid for taxes as much as $3,000 per 
year, and had been calied on a second time by the 
pastor, Mr. Crafts. This time Mr. Crafts was ac- 
companied by Mr. Hill, and they called to see 
about breakiog the lense. They suid that they had 
written to Murray Anderson, and that he would 
not consent to breaking the lease, They asked her 
if she was willing to break the lease, to which she 
consented on tue condition: that Mr. Anderson 
would consent. and, upon beine shown the corre- 
spondence on the subject, she recognized his hand. 
They threatened to turn her out of the church, 
and said that she had disgraced it, and she 
suggested that the best thing that could 
be done was for the church to buy 
up the lease. She never thought, and did 
not now think, that the premises would be used for 
the purposes that Mr. Crafts thought. Others 
called upon her in the matter, in the attempt to 
break the lease, and said that she had done a ter- 
rible thing. She referred them to Mr. Anderson, 
and assured them that she was willing to break the 
lease if possible, it being represented to her that 
Baum was to keep an awful place. She would 
have withdrawn from the church, bat her danghter 
would not consent, she being a little better Christ- 
jan than sue was. She hau prayed over the mat- 
ter, and her conscience was not shocked, and she 
did not now know what use Baum proposed to 
make of the premises. In signing the lease she 
Was not aware that she was violating the 
church discipline pe the Word of God in 
any manner, shape, or form. On the 
crosgs- examination nothing new was elteited. except 
that the witness testified that she was and had been 
sorry that the premises had been leased as they had 
been, but it was out of her power to remedy it. 
MISS JENNIE ANDERSON, 
daughter of the defendant, was the next witness. 
She had been a member of the church several 
years, and knew that the proverty in question nad 
been for rent seven vears, Shesigned a lease of 
the property in question to Mr. Baum to satisfy 
her uncle, Murray Anderson, who was trustee. 
After tne lease had been made the Rev. Mr. Crafts 
called upon her mother and reprimanded her, and 
advised her to leave the church, She said che 
would not leave the church, because her conscience 
was clear. Mr. Crafts replied that some con- 
sciences could be etretcned, ete., and that he 
would turn them out of the church, and that the 
church would stand by him in the preferring of 
charges. Sue bere repeated the evidence of her 
mother in the matter of certain persons calling 
upou her and endeavoring to break the lease, and 
she told them that she did not think oa held the 
keys to Heaven. Mr. Crafts and Mr. Hills subse- 
quently called and asked her to withdraw from the 
chuich, and she refused. [Applause] If they 
saw fit to put her out of the church, it would 
ve all right; bat she would not go out 
of her own accord. [Applause] Mr. Clancey 
and Mr. Talmadge came to see her and her mother 
afterward with some charges against them, and 
agreed to drop the whole matiet if she would say 
that she was sorry for what she had done. she re- 
plied, or her mother did, that she could not say 
that ehe was sorry, except that she was sorry to 
have the matter make any trouble in the cnurch. 
(Applause, J, In her interviews with Baum about 
renting the premises she understood that it was to 
be used for a summer-garden,—a very fine place, 
and supposed that beer might be sold 
there. In making the lease she was not 
conscience of either violating the Discipline 
or the Word of God. She did not know waat was 
to be sold on the premises, but believed that Baum 
intended to keep 4 restaurant, large concert- hall. 
and garden. Sbe thought the spirit of the church 
had been one of persecution in the whole case 
rather than of Christianity. [Applause] She 
meant by what she had said about the keys of 
Heaven, —that if they turn her out of this church 
they could not turn her out of Heaven. [Ap- 
plause.} She was not sorry for anything that she 
or her mother had done, but had been indig- 
nant at the conduct of the church toward 
her. She had never deen at Baum's place 
before signing the lease, and if she had gone 
there afterward it was nobody's business. [Ap- 
oper She never considered that the church 
ad anything to do with the leasing of her prop- 
erty because she was a member of it. She was 
not conscious of having done anything wrong, and 
had it not been that Mr. Crafts said she had dis- 
raced the church he would bave continued to

GOLD AND SILVER. 


Let Europe Have Gold—We Can Do Well 
Enough with Silver. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, Nov. 19.—The London Bankers’ 
Magazine is certainly good financial authority. 
If London ean be called the financial centre of 
the world, a bankers’ periodical published in 
that city ought to be fully informed regarding 
gold and silver. 

This magazine for October, 1878, demonstrates 
that the change in the relative value of these 
metals from 1872 to 1878 is about 17 per cent. 
No one probably will doubt this. But it goes 
further, and also proves that, while only about 
2 per cent of this difference is attributable to a 
detlipe in silver, 15 per cent is caused by a rise 
in the value of gola. 

This advance in the value of gold is plainly 
shown by comparing the prices of a large num- 
ber ot staple articles of merchandise during the 
time indicated by the decrease in the supply of 
wold from the mines of the world, and be the 
large increase in the demand for gold for coin- 
age and other purposes: 


— — —— 


Making the yearly decrease 

So that now the annual supply of roid from 
the mines of the whole world is only about two- 
thirds that of twenty years ago. In the mean- 
time population has largely increased, the de- 
mands for gold iu the arts and for ornaments 
bave been increased: and the demand ior coin- 
age has increased beyond all former experience. 

From the course taken by Germany and other 
Governments in Europe this demand for gold 
coinage is likely to increase, and it is necessary 
ior the people of the United States to protect 
themselves from any harm likely to arise to 
them in consequence of this European demand 
for gold. It the country should blindly fol- 
low the lead of the New York Clear- 
ing-House, and ignore our standard sil- 
ver dollar, and if the balance of trade 
should turn against us, drawing cur gold 
largely to Europe, then we would be left with 
but little com, and our financial ruin would be 
certain. We must, therefore, not only not ap- 
prove of the New York Clearing-Hvuuse plan, 
but must largely increase our coinage of the 
standard silver dollar. Congress should order 
its coinage to the fuli capacity of our present 
mints, and this capacity should be largely in- 
creased at ouce, and this hurried coinage should 
not stop short of $200,000,000; and thereafter it 
should be continued at a slow rate until $300,- 
000,000 or more shall have been coined. 

From this mpid and large coinage there would 
be this result: The difference in the value of 
gold and silver would largely decrease, and 
they would probably be nearly the same value. 
But, if they should not become of the same 
value, and our gold should be attracted to Eu- 
rope, we would bave left an abundant supply of 
specie in our standard silver dollar, and our 
industries and prosperity would not be injured 
by the exportation of our gold. Indeed, the 
exporting of gold would then have a good effect 
for us,—the same beneficial effect that would 
come from exporting the same amount of wheat 
or other products. 

Then would come with certainty the equaliza- 
tion in the value of gold and silver. Wen we 
had sent $200,000, of gold to Europe, and 
when the London Bankers’ Magazine and other 
European financiers should realize that we 
could send them monthly the larger part of our 
gold product, they would see the value of gold 
rapidly decline, and it would fall away the full 
15 per cent that in late years it has gained m 
value, The European gold market would be 
certain to break under the supply we could send 
them. Bera.

A PLEA FOR A REPORTING AND PRINTING 

JOB AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Yo the Bditor of The Tribune, 

Tisxii.wa, III., Nov. 18.—I see by last Fri- 
day’s Tripunz that Secretary Harlow in his 
report recommends the daily publication of 
the journals of the two Houses, to be laid each 
morning on the desk of each member, to give 
opportunity to correct,“ etc. 

With some reluctance I differ with Tux Tris- 
tUsEe’s comments. Believing that Secretary 
Harlow has made a wise and timely recom- 
mendation, I desire to add my indorsement. 

1. Great public interests are involved in cor- 
reetly passing laws, and baving this shown by a 
correct journal. Instances are recent where 
expensive litigation, and overturn of supposed 
laws, came from imperfect legislation or 
erroneous journals, It is qvenwhelmipgly im- 
portant that all pogsibie, gare be used to insure 
accuracy. To dai present t enen member. in 
a convenient form, à rebord ot the prodeedings, 
makes each a critic, and, it may be said, insures 
accuracy. 

2. It wili greatly facilitate legislation, as each 
member will have a compact and convenient 
record of what is doing, and what has been 
done, in each House, and may, therefore, know 
the exact status of everv measure. New mem- 
bers are freuuently confused an entire session 
by the complex machinery of legislation, and 
are nearly powerless, from a want of knowledge 
as to how to do, and the condition of the various 
matters involved. This gives the experienced 
few a creut advantage over the many. To the 
inexocrienced, legislation is nearly a chaos. This 
daily record, to be preserved and examined, will 
iliuminate the works, and be an instructor to 
all who strive to learn. Parliamentary law and 
tue methods, of doing business will be more 
clearly perceived. 
fe The journals of tthe two Houses are now 
printed at the public expense, aud bound in 
volumes for public use.

To the Editor of The Tribune. - 

Crown Port, Ind., Nov. 16.—The spirit of 
party-contesis having subsided, the people are 
again settled in mind and ready to accept or re- 
ject measures on the basis of reason and prin- 
ctple. 8 

The student of national events during the 
past ten years, and the movements in produc- 
tion and trade, is led to believe that much of 
the stagnation in business is due to the increase 
of production in many lines over consumption, 
—& great supply and small demand. Weare a 
nation of producers more than a nation of con- 
sumers. The American people cannot consume 
the products of the farms and live-stock ranches. 
Prices for all kinds of farm produce are very 
low, on the ground that there is more than 
enough on hand, and our people cannot con- 
sume it, or find a foreign market at remunera- 
tive prices for the surplus. When farmers all 
over this country obtain small prices for the 
2 of the farm, then they purchase svar- 

ngly of all the articles of manufacture, and 
that business lauguishes and affects disastrous- 
ly many laboring 2 and there may be — * 
ing want in a laud of plenty. The great bulk 
of manufactured articles in America are 
for the farm. When the prices of produce are 
such that the farm pays, then the farmer buys 
liberally all kinds of mauufactured articles; and 
the reverse is the case when prices rule low. 
Good prices to-day would make a lively trade in 
farm-produce, and this would create a lively 
trade in manufacturing circies, and hard times 
would, in a measure, pass away. 

The farmers’ surplus in America to-day is 
worth many hundred millions, at fair prices. 
Give the farmer a market for his produce, and 
he will obtain good prices. Where is the mar- 
ket? The market is the whole world. The 
whole world for a market no a remedy for 
low prices and hard times. When the produc- 
ers of this country export millions over the im- 
ports, annually, as they are able to do, then a 
prosperous success in every industry is assured. 

The markets of the world are ready to receive 
all the surplus products of America. But the 
real trouble in reaching these markets is a want 
of transportation. By a bad system of legis- 
lation, our shipping interest has greatiy 
suffered. No American can buy a ship built in 
a forcign counfry, and be protected by the 
American flag. Our coming Congress should, 
as its first act, remove the embargo upon ship- 
building in America, and remove all restrictions 
upon the purchase of foreign vessels. It should 
devise a means of cheap and rapid internal 
transit. This Government should also impose 
more duties upon and graut greater powers to 
its Consuls in all the civilized parts of the 
world, that foreign trade with America may be 
increased and stimulated. This will bring re- 
lief to this people when allother measures may 
fail. American prosperity must begin upon 
American farms, aud increase and be made 
permanent by an easy access to the markets of 
the world. Willthe people petition Congress 
to take steps to extend our shipping interests /

Resumption ? 


Government Bonds---The Chicago 
Money Market.

FINANCIAL. 


Gold was firm at 100% in New York and 100% 
in Chicago. Singular as it may seem, there are 
not a few buyers in Chicago at that ficure. Legal- 
tendere are to be redeemed at par in New York in 
gold or silver dollars in six wecks, bat the demand 
ata premium here does not abate. Numbers of 
persons are buying gold in small amounts to hoard 
it. Dat the largest purchases are by country 
banks. Some ot these institutions are counting 
upon a rise in the premium, instead of its extinc- 
tion, after Jan. 1. This they regard as likely to 
occur because the redemption of legal-tenders 
takes place only at New York. Inquiry 
at the Chicago Sub-Treasury reveals the 
facte that no instructions have been re- 
ceived to redéem legal-tenders here on and after 
Jan. I. and that the stock of goid on hand is at 
present entirely inadequate for such service, the 
amount being only $300,000. The understanding 
among the Chicago bankerg is that redemption wil! 
take place only at the Sab-Treasury in New York. 
It this be the case, there wili foraiong time be a 
premium on coin in Chicago, and this will fluctuate 
accordingas exchange on New York is ata premium 
or u discount. Coin and gieenbacks will be at par in 
only one place in the country- New York. The 
Chicago holder of legal-tenders who wants gold 
will have to send to New York for it, paying ex- 
press charges on his currency to New York and on 
his gold to Chicago. The most fevorable rate for 
the transportation of currency is that of 80c per 
$1, 000, made by the express companies to the banks 
whose contracts are by the million. The express 
charges on gold are $2 per $1,000. Take the case 
of a Chicago bank holding $600,000 in legai- 
tenders. which it wishes to change into gold with 
New York exchange at sliipping rates. The cost 
of taking the currency to New York will be $480 
and of bringing the gold back. $1. 200, or $1, 680. 
altogether. This makes it cost $180 more than 
, which would be only $1,500. This calculation. 
of couree, would vary with the course of exchange. 
There ix very little cold or silver Jegal-tender coin 
in the Wert. The banks are not compelled to re- 
deem in coin. but in legal tenders. They will cer- 
tainly not vo to the expense of oringing out gold 
for note-holders. whom they can put off wit 
legal- tenders. 

Tne law provides for resumption at New York 
only. Its language is, act of Jan. 14, 1875: On

PACKERS AND RAILROADS. 

The Committee from the Board of Trade and 
from the packers met again at the Sherman House 
yesterday afternoon. The railrvad managers aid 
not come, but the fact was broucht out that Mr. 
Newell, of the Michigan Southern, in an inter- 
view. stated that the managers of the different roads 
had decided not to remove tbe charge of 2 cents per 
100 pounds on cars loaded at the Union Stock- Yards. 
it suems that the ehippers in this city have deen 
decidedly snubbed by the railroads, and they wish 
to enter a protest against this course of action. 

Mr. Wicker, of the Daitimore & Ohio Railroad, 
stated that at no other packing points were the 
railroads obliged to load the cars. and that, in case 
the shippers load the cars taemselves, the rail- 
roads will undoubted!y remove the discriminating 
charge. It was stated that the Stock- Yards Com- 
pany would be lad to load the cars at 81 per car. 
The complaint against the railroad companies is 
that they do not charge the actual cost 
of loading. but an uaroditrary rate of 
2 cents per hundred pounds, Which amounts to 
about $6 per car. and which is altogether too high 
according to the shippers. The rates from Cinciu- 
nati are 24 cents and from Milwaukee 33 cents. a 
manifest discrimination argninat thie place, from 
which the rate is Jö cents, which, with the 2 cents 
acdéeu turioadny, Makes a total rate of 37 cents. 
A committee of three, consisting of Messra. Dar- 
lington, Shopeman, and Anderson Fowler, were 
appointed to draw up a protest to be submitted to 
the ralresd menagers. The following houses 
were represented: 8 
Chicuso Facing and Provision Co., Armour & 
Go., Fowler Brotaers, Allerton Packing Co., Cha- 
pin & Cudahy, S8.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 

The followinz, which is clipped from the London 
Stanaard of Nev. I., will be of interest to Board of 
Trade men and others: 

Mr. Louis T. Lowe, a Danish gentleman, who arrived 
in tavecpoul frum: America on Saturday, attempted 
suicide in the office of his brother, Mr. W. A. O. Lowe. 
in North John strect, Liverpyvol, yesterday. With a 
sulali peaknife he indicted a wou two iuncaes and a 
hali long acrues hs Deca, and three stabs on one thigh 
aud two on the O.her. No cause but insanity can be 
suggested forthe attempt. 

Lowe came to this country about a year ago and 
envacel in the commission business un the Board 
of rade in connection with Lenry Memory, of 
this city. Lowe made some ' trades on the 
Board which created considerable stir on both 
sides of the water, and there were a great mauv 
queer stories in regard to him and Memory. Sub- 
scqghentiv the two operators had a falling vat, and 
Lowe made a charge against Memory which must 
be copveiderea the most infamous accusation 
that could ve brought ceainsta fellow member ot 
the Board, and withala fellow Englishman, to- 
Wit. : that ** Memory did not know the difference 
between timothy and ecilover.“ lu view of this and 
other aspersions, Memory forthwith sued Lowe 
for hbel, and caused uim to oe bound over for 
trial. ‘The case was lost sivhi of and dropped. as 
was Lowe himeclf, and the first news from nim is 
that given above. Lowe, it may be stated, 
is not a ‘*Davish gentleman,” ‘put from all 
appearcnces an Engtishman. He is at present 
raving mad, and as soon as he recovers from bis 
injur.es he will be confined iu an insane asylum. 
Ii conduct waile on his way back to England is 
stated to have been very strange. When be was 
not eating enormously he was shrieking and how!- 
inv, aud very generally making himself dis- 
ned. His insanity ie supposed to have been 
produced by his business complications in this 
country and abroad.

The ‘* Ring” voted the money—steal—on the pfe- 
text that the County Attorney had said they should, 
etc., and to put the famous eight again on record, 
and remove the dlame from their attorney and 
place it on them, a reporter yesterday looked up 
the records. Oct. 3Judge Wallace sent an opinion 
to the Board oa the subject of the extras. 
toucaing tne power of that body to rescind ite 
action of a year ago in voting the coveted ex- 
tras, from wuaich the followiny is extracted:

This opinion was read to the Board before it 
voted tile extras,” and it is well known that it 
has no possible application tothe subject. On the 
coutrary, Harms has always refused to accept the 
$141, 000 in settlement of his claim, so the pre- 
text used for voting away the money was really 
an argument why it should not be voted away.

I wanted to go the Frankfort 
Tournament. where Paulsen was playing. but my 
unfortanate tie with Bird prevented me. Anders- 
sen went. 

Did you find any new ideas about chess while 
you were abroad!“ 

No; taey talk about different styles of play 
over there, but I don't see any reason for it. Land 
and Water spoke of me very kindly in connection 
withthe tournament but said that 1 had an oia- 
fashioped style of playing. I happened to meet 
the chese editor shortly after, and asked him what 
he meant by an old-fashioned style. He said, 
Well, the kind of game that Morphy used to 
play. Lasked him what he consider the new 
style, and he saia: ‘The kind Steignitz has intro- 
daced.’ Now, Sieignitz has no particular style, 
except that he believes in fussing around in douo- 
ling pawns and exchanging a bishop for a knight, 
and so forth.

Cuicaco, Nov. 19.— Your remarks in Saturday’s 
paper upon the Crime of Crimes will meet an 
approving response from every heart that is in the 
right place.

Its 
agency is as much needed as that of a fire depart- 
ment. The wretches wao make and disseminate 
this poison are trafficking in the character and souls 
of the young through their thirst for excitement of 
mind aud passions. The story, so acceptabie to 
the youthful mind, with accessories of pictures, 
and with allasions more expressive than facts, is 
artfuliy made to stimulate an appetite for stronger 
food of the same nature, until purity of heart and 
mind are lost, and character and a good conscience 
are shipwrecked in depravity and crime. 

You may mark the evidence of thie appetite in 
the eagerness with which impecunions boys are 
seen looking into the windows where the leas ob- 
jectionable of these things are exhibited as a bait, 
gloating upon the pictures and reading such por- 
tions of the story as appear upon the open page 
with absorbing greed. The booksand prints thus 
publicly exhivited are, of course, far more harm- 
jess than those with which boys, and it is «aid 
even girls, are tempted and surreptitiously 
supplied by these sappers and miners of purity.
